We know of no one in this country who would be especially in- 
terested in buying the collection as a whole, unless purchased 
by a deleaer. In this connection we would refer you to Mr. 
Wayte Raymond, 489 Park Avenue, Mew York. 


The chances of selling are so remote that we would not 
advise having the collection sent over here, and that in the 
end is about the only way the collection can be sold. 


- There is some demand for antique coins but I doubt if there 
would be the same demand for the Swiss and other coins. Con- 
cerning this latter, you might communicate with ur.
